The London Telegraph's St. Peters- 
burg 
correspondent says: 
Dispatches 
from the interior are more alarming. 
The August frosts destroyed the barley 
crop, the staple food, in Archangel. In 
the extreme north the crops' have been 
spoiled by rains. 
Straw from thatched 
roofs is utilized for fodder. 
Cattle ave 
dying by wholesale on the roadsides. 
Various ministers have issued conflict- 
ing orders, 
resulting in utter chaos. 
The grants of seed corn have been stop- 
ped. Immense tracts of land are lying 
waste, and a scarcity of corn is threat- 
I ened in 1S92. The cattle plague has 
; broken out in many places. • Peasants in 
Sngowsky attacked some veterinary sur- 
gemis who had been sent to destroy in- 
ftcted caule, and several were wound- 
ed in I he skirmish. 


C1 erg y m en are beco m i n g beg ga rs. 
Women are selling themselves to sup- 
port their children. 
No v/ork can be 
procured by starving persons even on 
the Volga. 
The shares of the Steam 
Navigation 
have fallen heavily. The 
new loan will only be as a drop in' the 
ocean. 
A large budget deficit is cer- 
tain, and, to make matters worse, a 
load of rye promised by the (Governor 
of a neighbiiring 
province, and on 
which the Ministry had relied, do not 
exist. 
This discovery has caused con- 
siernaiion. 
The famine is expected to 
reach its acme m November. The pea- 
bants threaten a revolution unless the 
Czar gives them relief from his private 
i resources. 
Partial risings are reported 
in Yekaterinoslay, Nijni Novgorod and 
Kazan. 


Not for centuries has such \videspread 
distress been recorded. 
It is nothing 
less than a national calamity. In addi- 
tion to the scarcity of food, which has 
caused untold suffering, the distress has 
been intensified by the enormous num- 
ber of unusually disasti;QUs fires that 
have occurred tbroughoùl" thè- famine 
stricken district. 


In many of the districts entire villa- 
ges have been destroyed. 
The inhabi- 
tants of the burning villages, weak from 
loss of food and with no prospect of im- 
proving their condition, made no at- 
tempt to check the progress of the 
flames, but stood and watch their dwell- 
ings burn. Added to these cruel strokes 
of fortune came the cattle plague,which 
caused incredible havoc. Thousands of 
head of cattle took the disease and per- 
ished, and thus many families lost their 
only means of subsistence. 


What little food it is possible for the 
peasants to obtain is ot the vilest de- 
scription. In many cases their only food 
IS the sv/eepings and refuse from the 
flour mills. 
In Saartoff the land own- 
ers found ihis refuse so injuries to their 
cattle that they would not feed it to 
them; but, though it was not fit for cat- 
tle to eat, the land owners made of it 
ahd sold it to the peasants. Bread made 
of finely chopped straw and bran, mix- 
ed with a very small quantity ot rye, is 
considered a godsend. 


In many di tricts :he starving peas- 
antry are not: able to procure even these 
miserable 
substitutes for nourishing 
food, and are reduced to the most dire 
straits to procure anything tlut will 
prolong life. In these districts the starv- 
ing population are keeping themselves 
alive by making what they call *'hun- 
ger bread." It is hardly to be believed 
that human beings could be in such 
dire necessity and live upon such a 
compound as this so called "hunger 
bread," yet it is stated as a fact that the 
ingredients entering into the composi- 
tion of this bread are dried manure,the 
powdered bark of trees and ground peas 
and goose foot, a plant more common- ! 
ly knowp as pig weed. 
This mess is 
greedily eaten by the famishing people, ' 
The peasant Boards have sent peti- 
tions to the ministry praying that the ' 
the taxes be wiped out. The petitioners ; 
declare 
that the government will be 
obliged to maintain the impoverished 1 
people, for fourteen months and that jt 
will be utterly imposi^ble for them to 
pay the taxes. 


Notwithstanding the terrible condi- 
tion of the peasantry,the taxes continue 
to be extorted from the staiving people. 
Everything is taken from them to satis- ' 
Jy the demands ot the tax gatherers. ' 
Where the peasants display any unwill- 
ingness to pay over their taxes the col- 
lectors resort to physical means to ex- 
tort the money from thcni.

Messrs. 
Fred. B,'nlz,Geo. Neil,and a m a n nam- 
ed Brillhart, of York, have 
relumed 
from an unsucccsfuljtnp to what known

At Chester, Conn., last week, Prcach- 
er Hall and his two sons aided Deacon 
Hungertord and his hired man to de- 
stroy the biggest and finest crop of ap- 
ples ever grown in Deacon 
Hunger- 
ford's orchard. 


Preacher Hall, his sons ahd his dea- 
con 
are ardent 
prohibitionists, and 
when the Lord blessed the latter with 
more apples than he could eat he was 
in sore straits. 
He did not want to 
turn them into cider, for that was the 
bane of the farmer's life, especially af- 
ter it had grown "hard." 


He consulted with his pastor, and 
suggested 
Riving the fruit away, but 
Preacher Hall disclaimed in eloquent 
terms against that, lest some one else 
mignt 
make cider of them. 
It was 
finally decided to throw away the whole 
crop, and so the four men, with thé 
help of the hired man, who silently 
protested against the work, 
stripped 
the orchard and dumped eveiy blessed 
apple into the village mill pond.

and when the millet opened the gate 
to his water wheel, the apples filled the 
flume, rattled ihto the wheel pit, and 
were ground up, making the water 
foamy with indignation at this waste of 
excellent fruit.

Some of the bones worked out 
through the throat and others 
pene- 
trated the ear. 


The doctor says he had sat near the 
patient many times and watched the 
bones as they came out without any as- 
sistance, Some ot them were six inches 
in length and an inch in diameter.

On the farm of George 
Passwater^ 
near Austin, Mo., is one of the most 
curious natural freaks ever hoard of in 
this country. 
Passwater som ? time ago 
concluded to have a well biu-ed on his 
premises and set the drillers to work 
to get water if it was possible. 
H e 
had found good vvells on several parts 
of the farm and anticipated no trouble 
in getting it at a depth of less 
than 
forty feet. 
The drillers worked down 
to forty feet, but no water was found. 
He told them to go ahead until they 
found water, a n d the drill was sunk 
steadily until the hundred mark was 
passed. 
On down it went, and at a 
depth of 125 feet the drill suddenly ap- 
peared to go into a cavity about fifteen 
feet when it again struck rock. 
As the 
drill entered the cavity a strong gush 
of air came from the shaft almost blow- 
ing the drilling apparatus from the 
hole, and it was at once concluded that 
a gas well had been struck. 
A match 
was applied to a bent pipe which was 
connected with the mouth of the well, 
but no flame came. 
The drilling was 
stopped, and it was tried in different 
ways to see if the gas was inflammable 
but it could not be ignited. 
A dog 
was held over the hoîe and made to in- 
hale the air coming out, but he suffer- 
ed no inconvenience whatever. 


This strong current of air continued 
for about six hours, and then it sudden- 
ly ceased. 
Soon it was noticed 
that 
the current was setting in the other 
way, and a syphon was made 
which 
drew into the depths of the shaft all 
light articles which were near the mouth 
of the hole. 
This continued until the 
bole was left for the night, but next 
morning the current was going out 
agam and was stronger than ever. 
It 
has continued in this way ever since, 
blowing out for a while and then draw- 
ing in. It is so strong 
that a board 
placed- on the top of the hole and 
weighted with a rock was lifted from 
the hole to give an egress to the con- 
fined 
air. 
The curiosity has puzzled 
every one who has seen it. 


John H . Parton, an American, who 
for the past two years has been engag- 
ed in the mining business near Metz- 
tillan, situated in the State of Hidalgo,, 
Mexico, arrived at San Antoine, Tex.,. 
Sunday bringing information of a se- 
rious Indian o u t l r ak, which has for 
some time been in progress in the dis- 
trict of Tulamengo, in Hidalgo.

The Indians

them,

was attacked by the Indians and near- 
ly 200 people massacred, 
including 
men, women and children. The colon- 
ists have appealed to the Government 
for protectiijii, and several regiments of 
troops are on their way to the scene of 
the trouble from Pachuca.

liard balls clicking and the rich foreign- 
ers and well-to-do Mexicans carousing iu 
tho Iturbide barroom early in the morn- 
ing and all day Sunday. 


Tho pulque product, however, is the 
most profitable of any liquor production 
in Mexico and 
many of these pulque 
plantations bring in Irom ton to twelve 
thousand dollars a year, 
I know of ono 
man who gets §300 a day from his pul- 
que hacienda. 
The pulque plant 13 one 
of tho most useful plants in the world. 
Its fiber makes excellent thread and tho 
Aztecs use its thorns for needles. 
They 
thatch their houses with its leaves and in 
tho days of Cortez they made paper out 
of it. 
This paper was like pipyrus and 
thcro arc old Aztec manuscripts iu exis- 
tence which wore made in this way, 
A 
number o£ other liquors in addition 
to 
pulque are produced from the plant, and 
in ono district a brandy called mescal is 
produced from it, and tequila is another 
liquor, much like Scotch whisky, which 
comes from the maguey plant. 
Tho 
leaves of this plant contain thousands of 
fibres and these make the strongest kind 
of bagging and ropes, which are equal in 
strength to linen. 


Before I came to Mexico I was 
told 
Miat I would find nothing good to cat in 
the country. 
Every one said that the 
Hotels were horrible and my 
friends 
patted their stomachs and looked at me 
with commiserating eyes. They said that 
everything Mexican was a mixture of red 
pepper and grease and that the only 
good hotels in tho country were those 
kept by the Americans who had gone 
down there. 
I ventured into the land 
with fear and trembling and at fiist pat- 
ronized the American hotels. 
I found 
them dear and nasty. 
The cooking was 
abominable and the service was worse. 1 ' 
then tried a Mexican hotel and found it 
excellent. Some of the best meals I have 
ever had I have eaten in Mexico, and I 
shall not soon forget adinner at Toluca, 
where a pretty Mexican i)oy gave me a 
dinner of ten 
courses and where the 
cuisine was equal to that of a good Paris 
restaurant. 


Throughout Southern Mexico I found 
splendid hotels. 
They were often kept 
in old monasteries, and at Zacatccas I 
slept in a bi;i room oil a cloister where 
ihe door was four inches thick and tho 
key weighed a pound. 
One end of ray 
room opened out on a garden, which 
constituted tho center of the building, 
and every niglit I could walk around this 
in the moonlight and see it soften the 
outlines of the great Moorish dome of 
the monastery which looked down upon 
me. 
The cooking here was good and 
the same was the case at Guanahuato. 
The Mexicans serve their meals one dish 
at a time iu table d'hote style, and they 
begin dinner with soup and end it with 
beans. 
Tho waiter at the hotel brings a 
bowl of soup to you and you ladle out as 
much as you want. 


After soup you have half a dozen dif- 
ferent kinds of meat and 
vegetables 
served separately and you close with a 
iessert and 
coUee. 
Mexican frijolca 
always form a part of the meals. 
These 


the mountains. 
Tho butcher or 
meat 
peddler wears A great blanket about his 
head and his leet are bare. 
If you buy 
a quarter of beef 
ho will carry it into 
your house on his head, and if you want 
a slice he will hack oil a piece for you 
and charge you about tho samo for tho 
neck as tho loin. 


Tho Mexicans soil every part of tho 
animal^ and in every market you will 
find littlo cook shops in which shreds of 
beef are fried and offered for sale. These 
arc for the Indian customers, who stand 
about and cat the greasy morsel with 
their fingers and 
without 
the uso of 
knife, fork or plate. In Mexico City the 
butchering is moro carefully done and 
beef is comparatively cheap. 
You can 
get a roast for eighteen cunts a pound, 
but pork is n\orc expensive. 
The pork 
business of Mexico City is controlcd by 
a jMexican, who has made millions out of 
it, and he is now putting up one of the 
biggest packing houses in the world. Ho 
has his agents all over the city, and he 
imports his hogs from Kansas. 


5lexico is tho land of tho fry. Nearly 
every kind of meat is cooked in lard and 
the consequence is that lard is vcrv hicrh 
priced. 
It 
costs thirty-one cents 
a 
pound, and it largely Uikes the place of

butter. It is very hard to find good but- 
ter in Mexico. That made by the natives 
is largely from goats' milk. 
It is white 
and is dressed without salt. 
A 
smart 
American has started a dairy in Me.iico 
City. He has Jersey cows and gets from 
85 cents to 61 a pound for his butter, 
and proportionately as high prices for 
his milk. 


You llnd good chickens all over Mex- 
ico, and there seems to be plenty of 
game. 
Chickens are pcdd'cd around in 
coops on the backs of men, and now and 
then you will see an Indian with perhaps 
two dozen tied together by the Kjgs and 
thrown over his shoulders. lie goes with 
these from house to house and sells them. 
Eggs are sold in tho market in little piles 
of four to tho pile, and not by the dozen, 
as we sell them, and I note that in some 
places the eggs arc packed in corn husks 
for shipment. 
Everything in the Mexi- 
can market seems to be sold in piles, and 
I can find no standard of measurement 
except the eye. 
There were piles of 
four tomatoes, of six httle potatoes, of a 
handful of red peppers and of other like 
things around each peddler, and these 
peddlers were Indians, and the Indians 
spemed to be the marketmen of Mexico. 


Tliey carry ttieir wares lor miles into 
the city on their backs, and a dollar's 
worth of market stuff is carried for days 
in order that it may be sold here. 
The 
buying is done in the same picayune 
way as the selling, and this city of 8U0,- 
OUU people lives Irom hand to mouth. 
I 
don't believe there is a cellar in the 
whole town, and every morning the ser- 
vants go to market and buy enough for 
the day. 
They buy for cash and before 
going to bed you have to*'l(3ave enough 
silver with your servants for the morning 
marketing. 
It is not lashionablc 
for 
ladies to do their own marketing and 
everything is bought by the servants. 
The result is that housekeeping in jMexico 
is very expensive, and between the prices 
charged and what the servants steal tho 
outlay is even greater than it is iu the 
United States. 


Tlie Mexicans themselves live much 
more cheaply than we do. 
The moining 
meal even among the richest classes con- 
sists of only a cup of chocolate or coffee, 
with plain bread or sweet cake. 
The 
Mexicans cat this by dipping it into tho 
chocolate and they often take this meal 
in bed, 
Colfee is served in your rooms 
at all the hotels if you desire it, and if 
you live like the Mexicans you will find 
your charges much less. 
The second 
breakfast is served at twelve or one 
o'clock, and at this all the family sit 
down, and it is really a dinner rather 
than a breakfast. 
Soup is always served 
at it, and the Mexicans have a hundred 
different kinds of soup. 


The evening meal is eaten about seven 
o'clock, and at this tho family meets as 
at the second breakfast. 
]So w^ork is 
done by any one in Mexico for about 
two hours after this midday breakfast,and 
tho business hours here are from D to 12, 
and from 3 to 0, 
Between 1 and 3 the 
wholo city sleeps or gossips, and after 7 
o'clock you will find none of tho stores 
open, Mexican bread is almost altogether 
made by the bakers, is fairly good and 
tastes very much like the French bread, 
I have not had a walfie nor a griddle 
cake since I came into the country, and I 
look in vain on every bill of faro for hot 
biscuits and 
pie. 
I 
do not find the 
Mexican dishes half as hot as they are 
painted, and 1 doubt not but that their 
cuisine is fully as healthful as ours.

Tho FuPSîfin 
Cannibals—AborlRlnos 
or Kcuailor—Amazon Hoacl liunt- 
ora—Giants ot* I*ala«:onia. 


Concerning tho native populations of 
the South American republics with which 
Uncle Sam has recently entered into com- 
mercial relations, 
the 
Department of 
State has tiiken pains 
to collect a good 
deal of iutcrcstinçr iuformatiou. 
Not the 
Iciist extraordinary of 
these peoples is 
the unique 
race which 
inhabits 
the 
great island 
called Terre del Fuego, or 
*'Land of Fire," at tho southern end of 
the continent, claimed jointly by Chili 
and tho Argentine. 
Ic was given this 
name by Magellan because of tho fires 
that were kept eternally burning along 
tho shore, never 
being permitted to go 
out. 
Tho natives are the fiercest sav- 
ages known in the world, with no fore- 
heads to speak of, their hair growing 
down to their eyebrows. 
Their favorite 
and 
customary food is half-putrid lish, 
seal and whale meat thrown up by the 
sea along the coast about Capo Horn, 
during the frightful storms that assail 
that bleak 
aud 
inhospitable 
strand. 
From time 
to time 
the 
corpses of 
wrecked sailors afford them much rel- 
ished feasts without the trouble of cook- 
iug. 
They eat everything raw, tho lires 
being simply for warmth, for the climate 
is cxceedinglj cold. 
Kevertheless, they 
go cibout wearing only a cloak of ratskin 
or other fur hung over ono shoulder aud 
always on the windward side. 
AFuegan 
woman will sell you this garment off her 
back any time and trudge off quite con- 
tent throu:da a raging snow-squall. 


These Fuegans live in holes under the 
ground, covered over with brush, bark 
and wild cabbage leaves. 
In the centre 
of each dwelling, which is entered by an 
inclined tunnel, a fire is kept perpetually 
burning, the smoke iindiug its way out 
through a hole in the roof. 
The embers 
are never alio wed to become extinguished 
because the people know no way of mak- 
ing lire, and if it was lost they could not 
reproduce it. 
It is supposed that they 
brought it originally, centuries ago, from 
some volcano in the Cordilleras. 
Their 
subterranean retreats are constructed iu 
the manner described in order to econo- 
mize warmth. 
In every canoe, also, a 
perennial blaze is kept up on a clay lloor- 
inf in the middle, for convenieace when 
a lishing or trading excursion is to be 
made. 
The children's chief duty is to 
keep up the fires. Recently discoveries 
of gold have been made in that country, 
and Argentine miners have gone there 
w*ith troops for protection. 
The latter 
have numerous encounters with the na- 
tives, killing them without quarter, like 
wild beasts. 
]\lany an armed expedi- 
tion has gone against these savages, who 
have never been subdued, though re- 
duced in numbers. 
About 40,000 of 
them are supposed to remain. 
Not long 
a^o in the Straits of Magellan a ship of 
the Pacific Steam Navigation Company 
picked up a naked Bntisii sailor, whose 
live companions, 
survivors 
from 
the 
wreck of a British 
barque, had been 
killed by the Fuegans, 
This man was 
saved to amuse the women and children, 
who beat him constantly to make him 
dance. 
"Wheu rescued he was a mass of 
sores and bruises. 


Not less interestmg than the Fuegans 
are the aborigines of Ecuador, who use 
against their enemies and in the capture 
of game, arrows tipped with a mysterious 
poison of unknown origin, which is sure 
and sudden death to man or bea>t. These 
deadly weapons are fired from blowpipes 
ten feet in length, and are eifective at a 
distance of 150 feet. 
Among these peo- 
ple if a woman is tired of her husband 
she gives him a draught of **iloripon- 
dio," distilled from a plant resembling 
the stnimony, by drinking 
which the 
Delphic priests of old sought inspiration 
for their oracular utterancji. 
The bev- 
erage transforms the man into an idiot, 
and the wife marries a^ain. 
To Ecua- 
dor belong the Giilapa403 Islands, in the 
Pacific, which form a strange volcanic 
group, crossed by the line of the equa- 
tor, 
They are perfectly barren and un- 
inhabited, save oy extraordinary rL'ptiles 
and birds, wu^cli are found nowhere else 
in the world. 
Of twenty-five sorts of 
land birds secured there by Darwin on 
tho occasion of his visit all but one were 
j)eculiar to the little archipelago. 
Most 
remarkable among the reptiles were gi- 
gantic tortoises, which grew to 700 or 
800 pounds each in weight. 
These last 
have been almost exterminated by sailors, 
who have made a practice of stopping at 
the islands to provision their ships with 
turtlo iliish, the animiils being Coo uu- 
wieldy to elude capture. 


Many strange race types most surpris- 
ing to the ethnologist are found along 
the Amazon and its tributaries. 
On the 
high slopes of the Andes dwell people 
who make a practice of chopping off the 
heads of their enemies and preserving 
them for ornamental use«. 
The procsss 
employed in 
the preparation 
of these 
weird'trophies is quite an art in itself, 
the head being literally boned—that is to 
say, deprived of the skull. 
For 
this 
purpose the throat is sliced around with 
a knife aud the skin is drawn off over 
the skull, with care to keep uninjured 
the jnouth, 
nose and 
other features. 
Next, the skin being turned right side 
out, it is filled with hot gravel, which 
makes it shrink. 
Fresh heated gravel is 
put in at intervals until the head has 
shrunk to quarter the size of that of a 
i\ew born baby. 
Its appearance thus 
transformed is astoni&hî<ngly grotesque, 
and much pleasure is derived irom hang- 


ing it by its long black hair from a raftor 
in tho house for tho family to jeer at and 
abuse now and then. 


On the lower Amazon dwell the cnnni-» 
bal Butocudos, who distort their features 
with the biggest ornaments of ii certain 
kind 
known, 
Iu babyhood both iwn 
and women have their lower lips und 
the lobes of their cars pierced with holos, 
in which are thrust pieces of wood. 
A3 
they grow older these wooded adorn- 
ments arc made bigger and bigger, until 
an adult ordinarily has car lobes thit 
hang down to the shoulders aud 
li[> 
that projects six inches or more bcvond 
the nose, 
Ono must suffer to be brntiti- 
ful, as the French say, and such is tho 
inexorable fashion among these anthro- 
pophagi. 
In that country a youu^ mm 
who desires to take a wife must flr^t 
submit himself to a fright^yl ordeal. Ho 
draws over each arm up to 
sho ddor 
a loose armlet woven of palm letvc-i. 
Then, under supervision of liis el i'T'«» 
he plunges both arm^ as far as hi > in 
into a nest of iicrce devouring 
:int?5. 
The insccts at once attack tho intru irr, 
of course, and, according to tho tcnti'i of 
the trial, ho must stand without moving; 
for an hour, submitting with abs tlut«* 
stoicism to the bites of

Every farmer should know the cxact 
area of his farm, and the area of every 
division of it.

''somewhere 
near" the actual contents, but this is not 
enouiih. 
A fanner who had depended 
upon the pacing measurement, found 
when he came to sell that he was live 
hundred dollars poorer than he thought 
he was. 
As the price was reduced this 
amount, it was equivalent, almost, to a 
loss. 
It was a disappointtnent. 
The 
plat may be used every year to keep a 
record of all crops. 
Make a copy of the 
plat every spring by laying tracing paper 
upon it and tracing the lines. The year's 
work may then be laid out—corn in this 
lot, oats in that, and so on. 
If tbis be 
done accurately every year, and the plans 
be kept, they give a record of all crops, 
and succession or rotation of crops in a 
small space—a kind of one leaf book-

ASSOTiTING TUE HEKS. 


It is one of the most important

ters that hens be separated according to 
the requirements.

This is especially 
necessary ou those farms where the hens 
are confined to a limited area. 
The lay- 
ing hens and the fattening hens do not 
require the same food. 
For instance, a 
hen that is intended for market may be 
allowed all the grain she can consume, 
but the laying hen will require a more 
nitrogenous diet, such as meat, and if 
they arc together the laying hens may 
not receive the food intended for them, 
as the others will also take a portion. 
There is also a dillerence in bens in an- 
other respect—age. 
The old hens will 
always domineer over the younger. 
It 
is best to have a flock oi the same breed 
and age. 
The layers should never be 
with the non-layers. 
Always observe 
the condition of each hen, if possible, 
and feed according to circumstances, as 
there

The New Hampshire Experiment Sta- 
tion has been conducting some experi- 
ments as to the eifects of different foods 
on the hardness of butter, and though 
the work in this direction is not as yet 
extensive enough to justify the drawin,^ 
of conclusions, their /experiments 
thus 
far indicate 


1. That gluten meal tends to produce 
a much softer quality of butter than corn 
meal or cotton 
seed 
meal, and 
other 
things being equal, tends to lessen the 
churnability of the butter iat. 


2. That with the same cows the hard- 
ness of butter depends much more upon 
the character of the food than upon tho 
nutritive ratio. 


3. That ensilage produces a somewhat 
softer butter than does good hay, but it 
is also favorable to the flavor and tex- 
ture of the butter product. 


4. That skim milk has a very favor- 
able eiiect upon the churnability and 
quality of the butter fat, and in a single 
trial apparently reversed the general rule 
that the volatile fatty acids decrease as 
the period of lactation advances. 


5. That cotton seed meal tends to pro- 
duce an unusually hard quality of butter, 
and that the cotton seed meal and gluten 
meal mii?ht be ased together with excel- 
lent results. 


6. That contrary to general belief the 
melting point of butter fat is not a good 
index of the commercial hardness oi but- 
ter, 
That while in general a soft butter 
melts at a lower temperature than a hard 
butter, there is no deiinite relation be- 
tween melting point and actual hardness. 


7. That no i elation can be traced bc-^ 
twecn volatile fatty a^ids, except in the' 
case of skim milk. 
That usually hard- 
ness and volatile acids vary inversely, 
hnrdness generally increasing and volatile 
acids decreasing, as the period of lacta- 
tion advances.— Crtamcry

Their cows are fe:l on cultivated 
grasses and clover and in winter on bar- 
ley, oats, linseed cakes, straw and hay. 
They give special attention to regular 
grooming and are neat in all respefcts. 


Pickles to be marketable must not be 
too large. 
Care must be taken in pick- 
ing them to watch the patch closely, fpr 
they will, under favorable ciraunistances, 
grow a great deal in one night. 
As soon 
as they reach the length oi three or four 
inches pick them. 
Some firms use them 
much smaller than that, but 
in this it 
will be necessary to consult tho desires 
of those to whom they are to be sold.
